Mrs. Julie Pope 
staged that first show with 
her son, Dick J r., daughter 
Adrienne and four other 
teenagers from nearby 
Winter Haven. The fol- 
lowing Sunday, a convoy 
of 800 soldiers arrived. 

There have been four 
daily presentations of the 
Water Ski Revue, featur- 
ing the Aquamaids and 
Champions, since 1946. 
The shows take place at 
10 a m., noon, 2 and 4 
p.m., and may be com- 
fortably viewed from two 
modern, roofed stadiums 
facing Lake Eloise.

In response to many requests 
from local and international 
Disneyland guests. Guided Tours 
had their beginnings in 1958. Today, 
tour groups visit Disneyland's seven 
different "themed" lands accom-

Returning to the 
Main Street Railroad station, the 
walking portion of the tour takes 
groups along turn-of-the-century 
Main Street, USA architecture and 
atmosphere.

Disneyland's tour guides are 
carefully screened and selected on 
the basis of appearance and person- 
ality. The chosen young ladies and 
men undergo extensive training, 
equipping them to field a variety of 
questions and to cope with crowds 
during busy summer and holiday 
seasons They are truly "people 
oriented"; eager to offer any services 
or assistance to make a Park visit 
more pleasant. 

Each guide is normally assigned 
between 10-25 people on a tour. 
Guided Tours attract visitors from 
all walks of life and from all corners 
of the world. And, it's not unusual 
to discover that your guide really is 
speaking French to that family of 
five in your group. Many Disneyland 
guides are bi- or multi-lingual, repre- 
senting a variety of languages. 

Guided Tour tickets including 
Park admission may be purchased at 
Disneyland's Main Gate entrance, at 
$9 50 for adults and $6 50 for chil- 
dren, ages 3-11. After one has paid 
admission and entered the Park, 
tickets may be purchased at the Main 
Street train station for $4.00 The 
seven major attractions, personal 
attention and information provided 
by each guide make the tour pack- 
age a tremendous bargain for vaca- 
tioners. Tours are offered every day 
that Disneyland is open, rain or shine 
until 3 p.m. during the fall, winter 
and spring, and until 5 p.m. during the 
summer season.

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The DISNEY ARCHIVES 

A Treasure Chest for Disney Devotees 


All of us enjoy a stroll down memory lane from 
( time to time ' but rarely do we have the oppor- 

V tunity to make a sentimental journey that 

compares with a visit to the Walt Disney 
Archives. 

Located at the Disney Studio in Burbank, the 
Archives is a museum for nostalgia buffs, a library for 
historians and scholars, and a veritable treasure chest for 
Disney devotees. This intriguing research facility was 
established in 1970 to collect and preserve an infinite 
variety of materials relating to Walt Disney and the 
entire Disney organization However, the Archives is 
historically significant for the entertainment industry as 
well as Walt Disney Productions. According to Disney 
archivist Dave Smith, not all film studios have made the 
effort to preserve their history and have consequently 
lost a wealth of information. 

Several separate endeavors anticipated the forma- 
tion of the Disney Archives. Historically conscious secre- 
taries and Disney employees had saved letters, memos. 


character merchandise and other "collectibles" In addi- 
tion, the Studio Records Center had saved important 
legal and financial documents, while a clipping service 
had stocked Disney publicity files since1924. During the 
late sixties, the Disney family and Studio management 
recognized the need for an organized resource center 
where one could readily obtain information dealing with 
all the facets of the now expanded and diversified Walt 
Disney Productions. 

In 1970, Dave Smith — a former UCLA reference 
librarian who had interned in Washington's Library of 
Congress — joined the Disney organization to supervise 
the establishment of a suitable archives facility. The 
present Archives found a permanent home on two floors 
of the new Roy O. Disney Building at the Studio in 1976. 

A visit to the Archives is like peering into a time 
capsule of film history, although much filed information 
focuses on Walt Disney , the man, and his family. Letters, 
personal effects, tape recordings and speech transcripts,

personal gifts, and photos from the famous and infamous, 
office furnishings, awards, Disney family genealogy 
and more than 8,000 family photos help record the life 
and career of the man named “Showman of the World" 

In addition, a complete collection of domestically 
published Disney books, magazines and comic books 
has been cataloged, along with foreign publications. 

An impressive music library includes records produced 
by the Walt Disney Music Company, plus discs released 
on other labels, tape recordings and sheet music. 

The fascinating visual story of each Disney ani- 
mated classic is told with original sketches, storyboards, 
animated drawings and painted cels. And, a storehouse 
of publicity materials, physical models, negatives and 
photographic stills document the development of Disney 
Theme Parks, resorts and future projects. 

Another boon to researchers is an accumulation of 
indices, catalogs and files — providing quick access to 
annual and stockholder reports, merchandise licensees, 
military insignia produced by Disney, plus studio person- 


nel and talent biographies. 

The Archives houses a colorful assortment of 
costumes and props from old Disney movies. Although 
Studio films are stored in separate vaults, the Archives 
helps to locate original cartoon prints or vintage films. 

Besides maintaining and enhancing these incredible 
collections, Dave and his assistant, Paula Sigman, per- 
form service-oriented activities for Disney employees 
and the general public. Dave is often called upon to 
authenticate artwork, Walt's signature, souvenirs and 
other memorabilia. 

Although many authors have utilized their profes- 
sional assistance, Dave and Paula are eager to further 
increase general awareness of the Archives. The reposi- 
tory is open to all Disney employees and by advance 
appointment to qualified students and writers. Providing 
accurate and exclusive Disney information is a most 
challenging and rewarding occupation ... as Paula 
explains, "It's exciting to give our people not just what 
they ask for, but more! " V 
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Holiday finery adorns every shop 
and walkway this time of year in the 
Magic Kingdom and Walt Disney 
World Village. The giant Christmas 
trees are sparkling in the lumines- 
cence of thousands of twinkling 
lights, while colorful parades and 
shows entertain Vacation Kingdom 
guests. 

It is the music of Christmas, 
however, that is the ribbon on this 
bright package, the traditional songs 
and instrumentals which tie together 
the customs and spirit of the season. 

In fact, carols are such an integral 
part of the holidays that, without 
them, it just would not be Christmas. 

But who began this deep-rooted 
tradition? The actual origin of the 
association of Christmas and caroling 
is unknown, although most historians 
believe that music has always been 
used in the church to celebrate the 
birth of Christ. Some trace the first 
carol back to 129 A.D., while others 
believe that songs sung in Biblically 
themed, 8th-century mystery plays 
were popularized into street carols by 
the audiences.* 

St. Francis of Assisi is said to 
have sung carols at his 1 223 A.D. 
presentation of the first life-sized 
Nativity scene. A re-creation of this 
awesome living creche is presented 
at Walt Disney World Village twice 
nightly at 7 and 8:30, December 1 5-24. 
Interspersing the Innkeeper's nar- 
ration of the Christmas story with 
traditional songs and hymns, the 
Dickens Carolers help create a very 
moving Glory and Pageantry of 
Christmas program. 

Over in the Magic Kingdom, 
joyful refrains of "Jingle Bells" fill 
the theme park with the gaiety of the 
season, as this and other musical 
favorites float from the shops and are 
echoed in every Christmas event. 

One such celebration is the 
Very Merry Christmas Parade, a 
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musical portrayal of a child's vision 
of Christmas. Giant-size toys, reindeer, 
gingerbread men and Santa join all the 
Disney characters in a march down 
Main Street, U.S.A., at 2 and 9 p.m. (at 
2 p.m. only December 24 & 31 and 
Januaryl), December 16-January 1 . 

Strolling along Main Street 
following each afternoon parade, 
the Dickens Carolers musically take 
guests back to the mid 18th century, 
when groups of singers carried Yule- 
tide greetings from house to house. 

Top hats, heavy wool coats, fur 
muffs and collars and sweeping hoop 
skirts of brocades and silk garb the 
carolers, just like in the days of 
English novelist Charles Dickens. 

The singers' repertoire includes 
special arrangements, medleys and 
rounds which they have developed 
from a collection of traditional carols 
and modern Christmas songs. 

Perhaps the most beautiful and 
inspiring event in the Magic Kingdom 
each Christmas season is the Candle- 
light Procession. Over 1,000 members 
of many individual choirs blend their 
voices in song as they proceed up 
Main Street, U.S.A., lighting their way 
with hand-held candles. 

The mass choir ends its proces- 
sion in front of the Main Street Rail- 
road Station, providing a spectacular 
background for the reading of the 
traditional Christmas story. Guest 
narrator this year is Ross Martin, co- 
star of the TV series "Wild Wild 
West." Mr. Martin will provide a 
dramatic reading for the Candlelight 
Procession, December 16-1 7, at 7:00 
each evening. 

Caroling does not necessarily 
mean just singing. The word "carol" 
according to Ruth Heller in the book 
Christmas , its Carols, Customs and 
Legends, is believed to have origi- 
nated prior to the 14th century and 
"..comes from the Italian 'Carolare; a 
medieval ring dance accompanied by 


singing!'* 

Both singing and dancing com- 
bine with holiday merry making 
during Holiday Fantasy, a fanciful 
variety show featuring the Disney 
characters and the talented Kids of 
the Kingdom. Filling the Cinderella 
Castle forecourt, December18- 
January 1, at 4, 5:30 and 7 p.m. (4 and 
5:30 p.m. on Christmas Eve when the 
Magic Kingdom closes at 6 p.m.), the 
Holiday Fantasy presentations in- 
clude a dazzling and often hilarious 
version of the "Twelve Days of 
Christmas!' 

Hundreds of years have passed 
since the first Christmas carols were 
sung. They have evolved from pagan 
festivals, folklore, Christian hymns, 
mystery plays and from the pens of 
unknown and famous songwriters. 

The carols and the celebration of 
Christmas have come to us from the 
people who have cherished them 
enough to share them with each new 
generation. At the Walt Disney World 
Vacation Kingdom, the tradition of 
Christmas caroling is being passed on 
to yet another generation. 

Warm wishes for a happy, 
musical Yuletide season from our 
Disney "family" to yours.

How to draw GOOFY 


Goofy is by far the best-natured creature going. He's 
always glad to help his friends in any way he can. But 
Goofy has one very basic problem: he isn't too bright. 
His efforts to get things done have been known to end in 
disaster. But he is sure that everything will turn out all 
right in the end. Oddly enough, everything usually does. 
Goofy is bashful, but when the camera is on him he likes 


to mug like an amateur actor with relatives in the 
audience. 

You can have fun drawing Goofy. Follow the instruc- 
tion on these pages. And don't be afraid to try Goofy in 
different poses and to put different costumes on him. 
He loves to pretend he's a big game hunter, a skier, 
a baseball player or a frontier sheriff. V 
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Thousands of people visit the 
Walt Disney World Magic Kingdom 
every day, rambling through the 
shops, hurrying to experience as 
many attractions as possible, and 
seeing so many things that are new to 
them, they often miss some of the 
more subtle, interesting details of 
the theme park. 

Almost anyone touring the 
Magic Kingdom soon realizes that 
there are six themed lands that carry 
guests on an adventure through time 
and fantasy. But, it often takes a 
second visit before they notice little 
things, such as the gargoyles (carved 
animal heads) on the top spire of 
Cinderella Castle or the shutters that 


hang crooked on some of the Liberty 
Square buildings. 

These, and other less obvious 
points of interest, are the creative 
touches provided by the hundreds 
of artisans, carpenters, engineers, 
scientists and craftsmen who com- 
bined their skills and talents to build 
the Magic Kingdom. This careful 
attention to detail is the subject 
of our story. 

Main Street , U.S.A. offers a 
wealth of subtleties. Take sound, for 
instance. What would an American 
town have sounded like at the turn of 
the century? On Main Street, horses' 
hooves beat the pavement as metal 
rubs metal on the streetcar tracks; 


trains whistle and hiss departing the 
station; and vintage autos backfire 
and putt their noisy way down the 
street. 

And who would notice, except 
an expert, that the Main Street Rail- 
road trains have real antique engines 
and tenders, or that the old cars are 
really replicas of their predecessors, 
with modern engines tuned to back- 
fire and putt? 

Guests looking down Main Street 
also see two-, three- and four-story 
Victorian buildings — at least they 
think they do. Actually, all the build- 
ings are only two stories tall. 

With the architectural technique 
of forced perspective, the designers 
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have created the illusion of more 
stories. A three-story shop standing 
next to a two-story shop has small, 
narrower windows, blocks and beams 
near the top. Porches that look so 
inviting on that third level are so 
small that a person could not stand 
upon them. 

The Stars and Stripes flying over 
each Main Street, U S. A. shop make 
every day feel like the Fourth of July. 
A closer look reveals that these are 
pennants rather than flags and that 
they have less than 50 stars. The tall 
pole in Town Square bears the real 
American flag. 

Adventureland has a dull, weath- 
ered appearance that takes constant 


artistic upkeep to make it stay that 
way. Representing geographical 
areas of the world where the sun 
and humidity take their toll on the 
buildings, this themed land needs 
mildew, sun bleaching and water 
stains to be realistic. Weather-beaten 
old signs and water marks are visible 
beneath light fixtures and eaves. 

One Disney artist had a difficult 
time maintaining this image. After 
painstakenly painting and weathering 
the Jungle Cruise sign, he left for the 
day. That evening a worker, wonder- 
ing how anyone could have let the 
sign get so "dirty" diligently cleaned 
it. The flustered artist had to start all 
over again the next day. 


If a guest were to take a raft 
ride to Tom Sawyer Island and look 
back across the Rivers of America, 
he would see a panoramic view of 
Liberty Square and Frontierland. With 
his eyes scanning the buildings from 
left to right, he would take a visual 
trip across America, from the East 
Coast at the time of the American 
Revolution, to the Southwest in the 
mid 1800's. Right in the middle is the 
Diamond FJorseshoe Revue whose 
transitional arch is representative 
of St. Louis, Mo., which had been 
the stepping-off point to the 
American frontier. 

Colonial American craftsmen 
made window shutter hinges out of

hand-hewn leather which stretched 
as it weathered. So, when the Disney 
craftsmen hung the shutters in Liberty 
Square, they intentionally let a few 
droop to one side. 

Another often unnoticed detail 
in Liberty Square is that there are 13 
lanterns hanging in the Liberty Tree, 
one for each of the original colonies. 

Fantasyland has many intricate 
details that can be easily overlooked, 
especially in Cinderella Castle. The 
Walt Disney World Castle is not a 
copy of any particular medieval 
castle, but it is basically French in its 
architectural design, as opposed to 
Disneyland's Bavarian-style castle. 


Like most castles, the lower section 
resembles a fortress, while the upper 
levels lapse into Cothic ornateness. 

The gargoyles mentioned earlier 
are patterned after the decorative 
drains used on medieval structures. 
Visually following the spire down 
under the gargoyles, one will notice 
crests above a door and porch. 
Extreme forced perspective makes 
the castle seem very tall, but this 
porch is even smaller than those on 
Main Street. 

Walt Disney's family crest is 
clearly visible under the large clock 
in the center of Cinderella's Castle. 

Cinderella's Golden Carrousel, 


in the center of Fantasyland, is an 
antique merry-go-round with 90 hand- 
carved wooden horses. Few riders 
notice the small brass medallions on 
the jaw bones of some of the horses. 
They were placed there by the orig- 
inal manufacturer, Philadelphia 
Toboggan Company, Germantown, 
Penn., in 1917. 

There are so many, many more 
interesting details at Walt Disney 
World that it would take a book to 
list them all. The next time you visit 
the Magic Kingdom, see if you can 
find some of them; the Tour Guides, 
hosts and hostesses will be happy to 
provide additional insight. V 
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The PENDLETON Story 


» In 1863, a young English weaver by the name of 
Thomas Kay established a woolen mill in Oregon 
which was to become famous world-wide for its 
quality wool products. Brightly colored Indian 
blankets, which were to become the first 
renowned Pendleton Woolen Mill product, were 
equally popular with native tribesmen as well as white 
settlers. Since then, over five generations at Pendleton, still 
a family-owned company, have been supplying bold, plaid 
sportswear to America. 

Since1955, when Disneyland first opened, Pendleton 
has displayed a striking exhibit of its products in a complex 
designed to reflect the Western atmosphere of Frontierland. 
Fronted by a boardwalk, and in the manner of an old- 
fashioned Dry Goods Store, the shop features men's and 


women's wear, plus blankets, caps, hats, ties, gloves, brief- 
cases, wallets, belts, scarves, women's bags and boots, 
jewelry and yardage. 

The basic character of Pendleton's popular wool 
products continues in accordance with its Northwestern 
heritage, although it has expanded its line in scope and 
styles to meet current fashion trends.
